To the Parents and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


In presenting this, our annual report of the schools, 
it affords us pleasure to say that our schools, taken as a 
whole, have made good progress during the past year. 

Most of our teachers have been workers, and we all 
ought to thoroughly understand that the school room is 
a place for work. A lazy teacher in a short time will 
have lazy, careless pupils, but the teacher who is wide- 
awake and always busy, will be full of expedients, ever 
ready with something new with which to awaken a 
fresh interest in the pupils. 

No position is more exacting than that of teacher, 
none requiring greater tact or patience. We should not 
expect any greater degree of perfection in teachers than 
in any other class of people. As a general rule how 
are our judgments formed in regard to the qualifications 
of our teachers, and the progress of our schools? Alas, 
too often parents get their ideas from the children. As 
a rule children are not competent to judge of the merits 
or demerits of those who instruct them, and no parent 
ought to base his judgment on the mere evidence of 
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children. Parents seldom rely upon the judgment of 
their children in other matters to the same extent as in 
school affairs. 

We are pleased to notice the interest taken in some 
of our schools by the parents. If more attention were 
given by them, both to visiting the schools and sending 
their children to school every day, far better results 
would be obtained. What teacher can successfully 
teach a pupil who is absent on an average of two days 
each week. But it is to be remembered that a scholar 
has not done all he can or ought by being regular in 
his attendance at school. He is to be at school for the 
purpose of learning. The work of learning must be 
done by the scholar himself. The teacher at best can 
only assist the pupil. She cannot make him learn if he 
will not adapt his mind to his books and study. 

Much might be said on the manner of governing 
schools. Some perhaps govern too much, while others 
govern too little. The teacher who can govern by a 
motion, a glance of the eye or some silent reproof, is 
usually the most successful. 

Some complaint has been made in some of our 
schools by the parents because they have had young, 
inexperienced teachers. We will ask them to stop and 
think a moment on the questions: Do not all old teach- 
ers have to commence as young ones? Did not our 
teachers of experience have to start out in the same way _ 
in which they do now? How did they gain experience? 
Simply by pushing ahead themselves and by ent 
ment and help from the parents and committees. 

Parents, encourage the new teachers. They need 
and expect it. If yousee or know of anything amiss in 
their discipline or manner of teaching, go to them, tell 


me 
them of it as a friend, and they will consider it a favor 
and thank you. Visit the schools often, work with the 
teacher, see for yourself what the school is doing before 
forming a definite opinion. 

As more money was appropriated for our schools 
the past year we have been able to have three eleven 
week terms in all the schools but one. At No. 8 it was 
thought best to have fourteen weeks in the fall and no 
winter school. 

In looking over the report it will be seen that nearly 
all the bills for school supplies for the past year have 
been paid by the School Board, our financial condition 
being such as to allow us to do so. 

Columbus Day, which occurred during the fall term, 
was observed by both scholars and parents. We think 
that all of our school children will always remember the 
day. Each school, with the help of its teacher, solicited 
money with which to buy a flag. The children were 
all very eager to have a flag for their school. Part of 
the schools raised money enough to purchase their flags. 
Some came a little short, but so near that we thought 
best to help them to the rest. No. 4 raised almost twice 
as much as any other school, ten dollars ($10) of their 
money being a gift from Hon. Rodney Wallace of 
Fitchburg, Mass., it being the school he attended when 
a boy. Some of the schools raised more than was 
needed for their flags. This we used to help pay the 
expenses of Columbus Day. Of course some expenses 
were incurred, for it would be impossible to have a cel- 
ebration without expense. The Greenville Cornet 
Band kindly gave their services which were fully ap- 
preciated by all. I will here say that we used from 
No. 4 for expenses only about the same amount as from 
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other schools. We did not think it just to them to use 
more, as the $10 were given to that school and no other, 
and the money raised by them was rightfully theirs the 
same as in other schools. It has been suggested that 
they take what extra money they have toward supply- 
ing the school with good drinking water. They will 
not have. sufficient money, but with a little help from 
the town, at very little expense, the children at No. 4 

might be provided with suitable water to drink. 
You will see by the following list the cost of each 

flag and how much money each school raised. 

No. 1 cost $12.97. Raised $14.85. 
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We will now call your attention to the condition of 
some ofthe school-houses. A coat of paint might im- 
prove one or two of them. The roof at No.1 is in a 
bad state, leaking so badly as to cause the plastering to 
drop off in several places. It will be of no use to re- 
pair the plastering until the roof is properly fixed. 
Some of the unoccupied school-houses too are sadly in 
need of a few shingles. It might not be a bad idea to 
repair them a little. 

The following pages will contain the names of all 
the pupils who have been punctual in their attendance 
the past year. The School Board, in concluding their 
report, desire to express their appreciation of the liberal- 
ity of the town in the appropriation for school purposes

the past year, and to respectfully suggest that the school 
appropriation be the same (eighteen hundred dollars) 
for the coming year.
